PORT SAID, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
The Egyptian Suez Canal Ad- 
ministration said -today 1,192 
ships went through the water- 


way in September ‘compared 
with 1,197 in the same month 
last year. Egyptian pilots took 


over the task of guiding ships 
through the canal Sept. 15 after 
foreign pilots walked out over 
nationalization of the old canal 
company.

A Letter to Mamiana . 


Prewar Political Leader Urges Moscow to Return Entire Kuriles 


; 
Any self-styled “patriot” can 
write a letter to the Kremlin, 
demanding the return of former 
Japanese territory although lit- 
tle notice will be taken of it. 


When the man happens to be — 


Fusanosuke Kuhara, however, 


the matter becomes somewhat 


complicated, and its consequen- 


ces cannot be entirely ignored. 


One-time president of Seiyu- 
kai, a prewar major political 
party, and formerly head of a 
financial combine of his own, 
Kuhara has been known for 
decades as “a man behind the 
scenes” and more®recently “a 
monster.” He was in fact be- 
hind the scenes of the Feb. 
26, 1936, armed uprising as its 
financier, 


Earlier this month, the 8&7- 
year-old man showed that he 
still had a lively interest in in- 
ternational affairs. 


He sent a four-page letter, 
typed in English, to Sergey 
Tichvinsky, head of the Soviet 
‘Mission here, proposing that 
the Soviet Union return the 
whole of the Kurile Islands, 


Chance for USSR 


Kuhara emphasized in the 
epistle that this was a splendid 
chance for the Soviet Union to 
take the step. Otherwise, ,he 
said, amity between the Soviet 
Union and Japan could not be 
obtained, - 

A Japanése translation of this 
English letter was “Scooped” by 
a weekly magazine last week. 

When asked to comment on 
it, Kuhara flatly disclaimed his 
authorship of it, 

This writer has since had its 
authenticity confirmed and ob- 
tained a copy of the English 
version. 


One of the reasons why the 


letter had to be kept secret is . 


Kuhara’s connection with the 
National Council for Restoring 
Relations with the Soviet Union 
and Chinese People’s Republic. 
Although he signed the letter as 
a private person without giving 
any title, Kuhara has been the 
National Council’s Chairman 
since February last year. ‘In 
fact it is in that capacity that 
he has come to speaking terms 
with the Soviet official in Tokyo, 


But Kuhara’s position indicat- 
ed by the letter appears 
variance with the pro-Commu- 
nist stand of the National Coun- 
cil, 

Kuhara’'s Proposal 

Dated Sept. 9, 1956, the 
letter addressed to “Mr. Tich- 
vinsky”: reads; 


“My fervent wishes for the 
mutual interests of our coun- 
tries caused me to write this 
letter in the hope that you 
would be so good as to put 
under your generous consijdera- 
tion a new proposal of mine 
which I venture to brief as fol- 
ae Cie, 

“T think it is the best for the 
Soviet Union to make up her 
mind and resolutely decide to 
cede the whole of the Kurile 
Islands. If the Soviet Union has 
any particular reason for in- 
sisting that these Kurile Islands 


are absolutely necessary for her

Letter Enlightening 

The letter seems to throw 
much light on two pertinent 
questions concerning Kuhara.
